Instructors and Students Learn 


from the Best 

Central Alabama Community College 
instructors and students had the pleasure and 
honor of learning from the best when a 
Harvard lecturer visited campus this May. 
Noted scholar and lecturer Haiping Liu 
spoke on the Alexander City campus, bring¬ 
ing his insights into the life and works of 
Pearl Buck to CACC. Liu, who is dean of the 
School of Foreign Studies and professor of 
English at Nanjing (Nanking) University in 
China, is currently engaged as a visiting lec¬ 
turer at Harvard University. He is an authori¬ 
ty on Buck. 

Liu has, in fact, coordinated the translation 
of many of Buck’s works into native 
Chinese, following the eradication of her 
works in that language during a time when 
she fell out of favor with the Chinese gov¬ 
ernment. A Fulbright scholar who has also 
studied at the University of Pennsylvania and 
New York University, Liu assisted with the 
research for the definitive biography of Buck 
written in 1996 by Dr. Peter Conn. The book 
was presented to President Clinton. Liu has 
also spoken for conferences in Australia, 
Israel and the Chinese University in Hong 
Kong. 

Buck, who won the 1938 Nobel prize for lit¬ 
erature, published more than 70 works of fic¬ 
tion, nonfiction, biographical material and 
children’s literature. Her humanitarian efforts 


led to the establishment of the first U.S. 
adoption agency for children of mixed race. 
As the mother of a mentally challenged 
child, Buck also worked to secure rights for 
the mentally disabled, eventually leading 
Rose Kennedy to publicly acknowledge her 
own struggle with a mentally challenged 
child. Furthermore, Buck championed both 
civil and minority rights in her lifetime.Liu’s 
visit is the result of a technology-based learn¬ 
ing adventure pioneered by CACC English 
instructor Dana Posey. The instructor revisit¬ 
ed Buck’s works in her efforts to prepare for 
a seminar in 1997. After reading Conn’s 
biography of Buck, Posey contacted 
Randolph Macon University in Virginia, 
Buck’s alma mater. Through connections 
there, Posey established online contact with 
students at Nanjing University who were 
engaged in a study of Buck's works. Last 
semester, Posey’s class and the Nanjing stu¬ 
dents enjoyed a stimulating electronic dia¬ 
logue about the author. Through these con¬ 
tacts, Posey was introduced to Liu, who 
agreed to visit CACC and share his research 
and insight. 

“We are thrilled to have a scholar o

Posey said. “The connection we originally 
established with him through the Internet 
demonstrates the utility of electronic commu¬ 
nication; his resulting visit is a remarkable 
feat for all of us.”

When local physician Sonnie Hereford III 
captured footage using his 8mm movie cam¬ 
era of historical events in Huntsville during 
the height of the Civil Rights movement in 
the early '60s he had no idea that these same 
scenes would be used to produce the docu¬ 
mentary M A Civil Rights Journey" some 37 
years later. 

The premier of Hereford's 30-minute docu¬ 
mentary was hosted by Calhoun Community 
College during Black History Month and 
coincided with the informal opening of 
Calhoun's Center for the Study of Southern 
Political Culture. Calhoun Social Science 
Instructor Waymon Burke, who also served 
as project director for the Hereford 
Documentary, heads the Center. The docu¬ 
mentary recounts the course of activities 
which led to a peaceful end to segregation in

Groundbreaking Scheduled for

With the recent approval by the state of Alabama to release project funding, construction for 
the Calhoun Community College’s Aerospace Training Center is scheduled to begin this 
summer. A groundbreaking ceremony for the Aerospace and Advanced Technology Park, 
where the Aerospace Training Center will be located, was held July 7. The Aerospace 
Training facility, to be used to train Boeing’s Decatur plant employees, is part of the incen¬ 
tive package used by the state to encourage Boeing to build its Delta IV rocket plant in 
Decatur. The facility also represents Phase I of the tri-phase Aerospace and Advanced 
Technology Park project. “We could see dirt moving within the next few weeks,” said Dr. 
Richard Carpenter, president of Calhoun Community College. "Once it is completed, this 
building will not look like a typical education facility. It will look more like a production 
facility, with high-bay areas for machinery, overhead cranes and other production-type equip¬ 
ment,” Carpenter added. “The Aerospace Training Center represents a true partnership 
between education and industry,” commented Carpenter. “We’d like to think we're creating 
a new model of cooperation.” __

Demystify ALgebra 

and Geometry 


"If you find yourself losing money in the 
stock market, do you pull out your money or 
fire your stock broker?" This question is typ¬ 
ical of the ones that Terise Rifenberg poses 
to her math students at Sparks State 
Technical College. Rifenberg, Mathematics 
Instructor at Sparks, believes that real life 
skills are essential in developing competency 
and appreciation for math. 


Rifenberg recently attended the Alabama 
Educational Technology Conference in 
Birmingham, where she presented "Real Life 
Laboratory Exercise Integrated into Tech 
Math, Algebra, and Geometry" to a group of 
40 other instructors. Rifenberg has developed 
a series of sample situations related to the 
various program offerings at Sparks. 
Situations range from creating menus based 
on a specified caloric intake to calculating 
resistance in circuits using ratios and propor¬ 
tions. 

"I want students to see how they will use 
math on the job," Rifenberg explains. 
"Students usually work on the problems in 
groups of three; afterwards, I ask them a 
reflective question about the situation to help 
them learn to make value judgements." 

Rifenberg believes that a solid foundation is 
essential to success in mathematics. " The 
most important period of one's math educa¬ 
tion is in grades K-5. All the basics must be 
covered and mastered there." 

Rifenberg is pleased when students make 
connections between her class and classes in 
their degree program. "When a student in 
programming or electronics tells me that he 
sees the relationship between what we're 
studying and what he's learning in his other 
classes, I'm thrilled."

John Borendt Comes to Tuscaloosa 


Noted author John Berendt will be at Shelton 
State Community College on September 23 
as part of the college's Millennium celebra¬ 
tion, Berendt 1 s first book, Midnight in the 
Garden of Good and Evil, was a publishing 
phenomenon, breaking all records for 
longevity on The New York Times’ Best 
Seller Lists for both fiction and non-fiction 
over a four-year period. 

Sponsored by Shelton State Community 
College in cooperation with the Tuscaloosa 
Public Library, the event will be held at 7:00 
p.m, in the Bean-Brown Theatre located on 
the college's new Martin Campus. A recep¬ 
tion honoring Mr, Berendt will be held in the 
Atrium of the college immediatel following 
the lecture. 

Berendt was bom in Syracuse, New York, in 
1939. In 1961, he graduated from Harvard 
College, where he was an editor of the 
Harvard Lampoon. His work on the Lampoon 
attracted the attention of the editor of Esquire 
who hired him as an associated editor, a posi¬ 
tion he held from 1961-1969. From 1969 
until 1973, Berendt served as a televsion pro¬ 
ducer and writer. In 1977 he returned to mag¬ 
azines, serving as editor of New York 
Magazine until 1979 and writing a monthly 
column for Esquire from 1982 - 1994.

Midnight in the Garden of Good and Evil is 
the account of the notorious 1981 murder 
case in Savannah, Georgia, and depicts the 
gentility and eccentricity of a city and cha 
acters that turned a weekend excursion into a 
seven-year project. Midnight in the Garden 
of Good and Evil has sold over 2,500,000 
copies, won the 1994 Southern Book Award 
and was one of three finalists for the Pulitzer 
Prize in non-fiction. The book has been 
published in 24 foreign editions. In 1997 
Warner Brothers motion picture, Midnight in 
the Garden of Good and Evil, directed by 
Clint Eastwood, opened in theaters across 
the United States.

Ruocco Receives First of 
National Certified Professional 
Constructor Designations 

Jefferson State Community College 
Instructor Dr. Carmine F. Ruocco of 
Gardendale, Alabama received the profes¬ 
sional designation of Certified Professional 
Constructor (CPC) in March. He is one of an 
initial group of more than 600 practitioners 
throughout the United States to be certified 
in a program developed by national construc¬ 
tion trade and professional associations 
under the auspieces of the American Institute 
of Constuctors. 

Similar to the Professional Engineer registra¬ 
tion process, Constructor Certification is a 
rigorous two-step qualification process based 
on experience, education and written exami¬ 
nation. The first examinations were offered 
in the fall of 1996 at approximately 60 uni¬ 
versities nationwide. Recertification will be 
required periodically through a process of 
Continuing Professional Development as 
well as adherence to a Constructor Code of 
Conduct. 

The voluntary Certification program was 
developed in response to evolvement of the 
management of construction as a profession 
during the twentieth century, it will require 
more and better prepared Professional 
Constructors to overcome the challenges. 

One of those challenges is to set high stan¬ 
dards of practice and to improve the image 
of the current and future Constructor.
